be left to private individuals, who would 
Lave ‘first to obtain authorisation from the 
Minister of the Colonies or the Governor of 
Cochin Chins, but that the Government 
should not coin for itself. That iatention 
has apparently been modified, for I now 
learn that the new coinage has been ‘com- 
menced, but for the Government, which 
recently purchased silver for a sum of one 
million of francs, and sent it into the mint 
to be converted into the new trade dollars, 
This coin is of the exact weight and fineners 
of the American trade dollar, and, there- 
fore, a small fraction heavier than the
